j key drunk,” savs a native of Western 
New York. “Folks didn't Beem to kill 
their Thanksgiving turkey in those days 
until the forenoon of the day it was to 
be eaten, and it was the custom to get 
I the bird most gloifeusly drunk and kill 
| it while it waa in that condition. They 
used to say that it made the turkey's 
last moments on earth happy, and it 
j mad « approaching death a matter of 
unconcern to the bird. More than that, 

I was believe^ that the brandy they 
filled the turkey up with gave the meat 
a flavor that no bird that died sober 
! PQuId ever have. I don't know whether 
, that was so, but I do know that I can’t 
! get any turkey nowadays that has the 
! peculiarly delicious flavor thoee brandy 
i soaked birds of my beloved boyhood 
' had. The turkey drunk was a great oc¬ 
casion. It was witnessed by the whole 
family and all the invited guests, if 
there ^ere sny. Two hours before kill¬ 
ing the turkey the head ot the family 
would fill a teacup or a tin cup, or 
sometimes a small gourd, with brandy.

Some of th* Moat Imposing of th# Ps- 
por Currency May Be Lawfully Re¬ 
fused When Offered In Payment of 
an Obligation of Any Kind. 

Officially there ure Just ten kinds of 
money in circulation In the United 
States. Could you Dame them all -off¬ 
hand? Do,you know which of those 
besides gold coin are legal tender and 
in what amount? It may be that "ail 
money looks alike to you.” but there's 
a difference, and below is the list: 

Gold coins, standard silver dollars, 
subsidiary silver, gold certificates, su¬ 
rer certificates, treasury notes (1890>. 
United States notes (greenbacks*, na¬ 
tional bank notes, nickel coins and 
bronze coins. 

Looking upon this formidable classi¬ 
fication of United States money as 
made by the treasury department. It 
becomes more formidable when It Is 
considered from the highly technical 
point of view as a legal tender. Some 
of the most Imposing of the paper cur 
rency is not a legal tender at all. while.

Treasury uotes of the act of 1 WO a re 
legal teuder to their face value iu pay¬ 
ment of all debts, public and private, 
unless expressly stipulated in the con¬ 
tract 

Strictly speaklDg, the United States 
notes or greenbacks are legal tender, 
with the exception of duties on Im¬ 
ports and interest on the public debt 
Practically, however, staefe the resump¬ 
tion of specie payment iu 1879. green¬ 
backs have been received freely and 
without question by the government 
though the law respecting them hasn't 
been ebauged. 

While the gold and silver certificates 
are not legal tender as between Indi¬ 
viduals. both issues are receivable for 
all government dues of whatever kind, 
in this respect legally more acceptable 
than Is the greenback. 

National bank notes, while not legal 
tender and not receivable for duties on 
imports, still may be paid by the gov¬ 
ernment for salaries aud all debts of 
the government except interest dues 
and in redemption of national currency. 

By especial enactment no foreign 
coin of any kind or denomination shall 
be a legal tender iu the United States.

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To Cure Foot Rot of Sheep. 

In the cure of hoof ail in sheep two 
things are necessary: First, the sheep 
must be kept In from wet i»osture, as 
the feet during treatment must be kept 
from gettiug wet. A well Innlded stable 
is the beet place. Second, all remedies 
should be used iu a liquid form and of 
a kind that the whole foot cau safely 
be Immersed lu and soaked for full tea 
minutes and the solutiou not injure 
healthy tissue. The trouble iu using 
ointments and powdered remedies is 
that the germs are deeper seated than 
they will reach aud may exist even on 
the skin above the feet and later in¬ 
fect the foot. Many agents will kUI 
the germ which produces foot rot, but 
the cheapest is sulphate of copper so¬ 
lution, made by dissolving a pound of 
sulphate lu two gullous of hot water. 
Place the solutiou In a shallow trough, 
deuu the feet aud cot away all sepa¬ 
rated tissue frmn the sole of tbe foot, 
then stand tbe sheep In tbe solution 
for ten minutes, ltej *at lu three days. 
In case there are some sheep with 
fungous growths, dip a feather in the 
butter of uutlmony and wet them dally 
with it until they are reduced.—Nation¬ 
al Stockman and Farmer.

pays you their newspapers will certainly make you a 
millionaire. 

They are all nice fellows and put up good lunches 
and you like to meet them. Each will tell you that 
your advertisement is the prettiest thing he ever-saw 
and that your store is a perfect gem. But don't. You 
can’t afford it; at least not unless you have sufficient 
advertising appropriation to keep copy in all the 
newspapers continuously. 

An eight-inch advertisement in one newspaper 
will bring much bigger results than a two-inch adver¬ 
tisement in four newspapers. 

If you advertise your store to a hundred and 
fifty thousand people you can safely bank on the fact 
that in due time everybody will hear about you. 
People have a way of passing along good news. 

The fact that your advertisement appears con¬ 
tinuously in a reputable newspaper stimulates public 
confidence. Your shop advances step by step in the 
estimation of tens of thousands of people who may be 
months getting around to make their first purchase. 

You can talk to a hundred and fifty thousand 
people any ‘day of the week through a metropolitan 
newspaper and make your talk as personal as you 
wish. You need not employ an interpreter or use a 
megaphone. Simply talk. That’s all. Be sincere 
about it. Let your words ring true. The people will 
listen. They like ft. 

Spend thousands a year on rent and electric light 
and experienced salesmen and then squeeze out a 
niggardly hundred or two on advertising—on telling 
the people that you have the store and the goods and 
the salesmen, all hanging around waiting. A retail 
shop that spends $5,000 a year on rent ought at the 
very lowest estimate spend $10,000 a year on adver¬ 
tising. 

Your advertising is not a thing apart from your 
enterprise. It is your enterprise; a contagion which 
you yourself create and which, if thoroughly spread, 
is as enduring as the everlasting hills. 


To Make a Bran Mash. 

The proper way to prepare a bran ' 
masb is to use sufficient l>olliug water 
to wet all the brau thoroughly. This 
should be done iu a bucket, which 
ahould theu be covered over aud the 
mash allowed to steam for about half 
an hour. This steaming will partially 
Cook the bran, thus making it ull the 
more effective and aoothlug. It is well 
to ndd a pincji of salt. The usual 
quuutity of bran uch d Is from a half 
to three-quarters of u peck. 

It Is always best to feed the mash 
lu a lukewarm state, but it must never 
be giveu while hoi. Sometimes tbe 
mashes are prepared with cold water, 
but they d« not have the same bene¬ 
ficial and soothing effect us when hot 
water is used. It is the steaming that 
the bran gets that gives the desired 
effect. Bran fed dry does not jamess 
any laxative effects und exerts uo par¬ 
ticular fiction on the horse’s bowels. I
